Sun Francisco, Ni.\. 14.—Francis J. 
Honey, a 1* ad Ing figure in the prosecu­ 
tion of municti ul corruption In San 
Francisco, was shot and seriously in­ 
jur» d Friday afternoon in Judge Law- 
lor's court room by Morris Haas, a 
Jewish saloonkeeper. w ho had been 
accepted as a juror In a previous trial 
of Abraham Ruef and afterward* re­ 
jected, it having been shown In court 
by Heney that Haas was an ex-convict, 
a fact not brought out in hi* examina­ 
tion as a venireman. 
The shooting of Heney occurred in 
the presence of many persons in the 
court room during a recess in the trial 
of Ruef, on trial for the third time on 
the charge of bribery. 
At 6 o’clock 
Friday night Mr. Heney, who retained 
consciousness uml will likely recover, 
said; 
"I will live to prosecute Haas and 
Ruef.” 
The physicians in attendance on 
Heney expressed the opinion that he 
would live. 
It was ascertained that 
the bullet, which had entered the right 
cheek, had lodged under the left ear 
and had not entered 
his 
brain 
or 
severed any Important arteries or 
nerves. 
Mr. Heney was taken to the Lane 
hospital, w'here he is under the care 
of skilled surgeons. 
It was during a ten minute recess of 
court and white the Jury was out of 
the court room and after attorneys 
for the prosecution and defense had 
returned to the room from a short 
conference with Judge Lawlor in his 
chambers that Heney had resumed his 
cu&tomary seat and entered Into con­ 
versation with Chief Clerk McCabe of 
the district attorney’s office. 
Haas 
came forward from among the specta­ 
tors. 
He approached 
Heney 
und, 
placing a revolver 
against 
Heney’s 
right cheek, fired. 
Instantly the court room was the 
scene of 
the 
greatest 
excitement. 
Several bystanders seized Haas while 
others hastened to the relief of Heney, 
who was caught by thoso nearest him 
as be fell forward, the blood stream 
Ing from th»' wound. 
Medical aid was 
summoned, and Mr. Heney was first 
taken to the Central Env'rgency bos 
pital, Where It was ascertained that 
Hie wound was not necessarily fatal, 
the bullet having passed under the 
brain und found lodgement under the 
left ear. 
The Injured man was then 
taken to the Lane hospital for more 
deliberate treatment. 
After Heney 
had

from the court room Judge Lawlor 
called court to order and had Ruef 
placed In custody.
